Whether the indictment was based 
upon a confession to the grand jury 
by Franklin, probably will not be defi- 
nitely known until the case comes to 
trial. 

Soon after the indictménts against 
Darrow for alleged corruption of jurors 
in the McNamara case were returned 
yesterday rumors became prevalent that 
Franklin had told all he knew of the 
alleged jury bribing to the grand jury. 
Neither the assistant district attorneys 
Who have had charge of the investiga- 
tion before the grand jury or Franklin 
himself would make any statement in 
denial]. The prosecutors declared that 
the public would be compelled to await 
the trial before learning what evidence 
is in possession of the State. 

Franklin, when asked if he had made 
any confession to the grand jury, said 
tnat he would not issue any denial, nor 
would he confirm the rumor. 

A special dispatch sent to the San 
Francisco Call from here says that 
‘from an authentic source’ its corre- 
spondent is able to state that the in- 
dictment of Darrow was based upon 
information given in Franklin’s confes- 
sion. 

“The evidence against Darrow was ob- 
tained through statements made by 
tranklin to the District Attorney re- 
gvarding the sources from which got 
nis money,’ according to the Call dis- 
patch, and it adds, ‘‘The two indictments 
against Darrow charge thar he fur- 
rished the funds which the State charges 
franklin used.’’ 

The indictment ended two months of 
uncertainty and suspense for. Darrow, 
10ted as a union labor attorney. 

There are four counts in the two bills. 
Two of the counts cnarge Darrow with 
the bribery and attempted corruption of 
Robert Bain, the first juror sworn to 
trv James B. McNamara, the confessed 
dynamiter and murderer, now serving a 
life term in San Quentin Prison. The 
remaining counts allege the bribery and 
corruption of George N. Lockwood, a 
venireman summoned in the McNamara 
case. 

Franklin Gave the Bribe. 

Bert Franklin, the detective, is alleged 
actually to have passed the bribe money 
to Bain and Lockwood. His trial has 
been set for Feb. 

The maximum penalty that could be 
imposed upon Darrow for conviction on 
all counts is 30 years’ imprisonment and 
fnes aggregating $10,000. He is under 
$20,000 bail. 

“One guiltless of crime could hardly 
expect anything else than acquittal,” 
he said, smiling. 

Darrow had_ several 
the impending accusations and on 
Saturday he retained Earl Rogers, an 
attorney who directed the first work of 
unearthing the evidence against. the 
Times Building dynamiters and who 
later, as a special prosecutor, had 
charge of the grand jury investigation 
which resulted in the filing of the first 
indictment against Bryce 
(James B. MeNamara), Schmidt and 
Caplan early last year. 

Had Provided Ball. 

Judge C. F. McNutt, formerly of the 
Irdiana superior bench, and associate 
counsel in the McNamara defense, also 
was retained by Darrow. An intimation 
of the district attorney's office reached 
Darrow that the charges against him 
would be reported today and he at once 
about arranging fcr bail.

An ordinance which will abate smoke 
without oppressing the small manufac- 
turer is being advocated hy the Wom- 
en’s Organization for Smoke Abatement 
and the Business Men’s League’s Com- 
mittee on Manufactures. 

At a conference participated in Mon- 
day afternoon by these two bodies and 
representatives of the Civic League, it 
was pointed out that extremely radical 
measures might drive small manufac- 
turers out of town, whereas the smoke 
nuisance might be minimized without 
arousing antagonism if proper steps 
were taken. 

Mrs. E. R. Kroeger, chairman of the 
women’s organization, said Tuesday it 
was agreed that the present ordinance 
Should be replaced by one of more ef- 
ficiency and strength. It should make 
provision for deputy inspectors and for 
expert engineering advice to manufac- 
turers who are putting in new boilers 
or remodeling old ones, she said, Mrs. 
Kroeger added, however, that neither 
the woman's organization nor the man- 
ufacturers were committed to support 
any particular measure at present. 
The Civic League is offering a sub- 
stitute for the present ordinance, but 
it is considered radical. by some. 

Mrs. Kroeger said she was pleased by 
the league’s desire to co-operate with 
her society. Other conferences will be 
called, she said, as soon as all points 
to be covered by the proposed ordi- 
nance have been gone over.

He states that the company is insol- 
vent and alleges mismanagement, in 
that Jacob Oppenheimer, as he alleges, 
has foreed his company on skaters in 
a manner distasteful to them.

Auto Repair Co., is !n bei at his heme 
with his nose broken, his lips cut and 
possible concussion of the brain, the 
results, he says, of a beating he re- 
ceived at the hands of Sergt. Louis 
J. Lang and Patrolman Otto W. Berber- 
ich of the Central District. He has 
complained against Lang and Berberich 
to Police Commissioner Abbott, has em- 
ployed Attorney Breckenridge Long an‘ 
says he is determined to have the men 
punished. Lang and Berberich deny 
they assaulted Erving. 

Before Erving went into business for 
himself he was associated with Aero- 
naut John Berry and built a number 
of his aerial craft. He was formerly 
foreman of the Halsey Automobile Co. 
He is married and has three children. 

Erving, as he lay in bed Tuesday 
morning, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
his story. 

“I left home at 10 o’clock Sunday 
night,” he said, ‘“‘to go to the Mar- 
quette Hotel and see John Holland, the 
baggage master there. As I Was cross- 
ing the street at Eighteenth and Locust 
I heard a hail behind me, but I did not 
suppose it was for me and did not heed 
it. When the call was repeated I stopped 
and looked back. 

Backed Against Wall; Beaten. 

“The policeman, whose name I have 
since learned is Berberich, came up and 
asked me what my name was. ‘Why de 
you want to know my name?’ I asked. 
‘I’ll show you, you sneak thief,’ he an- 
swered, and struck me in the face. The 
sergeant came up and botn of tnem 
backed me against a wall and beat me, 

“They desisted when two men and two 
women and some children approacned 
from the direction of Union Station and 
took me to the patrol box at Kighteenth 
and St. Charles streets. I would iike 
very much to find out who the men and 
women were who passed during the al- 
tercation, as they could corroborate 
what I say. As it is, it is my word 
against the word of the two policemen. 

“While we were waiting at the patrol 
box for the wagon, I gave the police- 
men my business card and asked them 
to take me to the Marquette Hotel, near 
by, where I could be identified, but they 
said they did not care who I was, they 
were going to lock me up, 

Not Allowed to Get Bond. 

“At the Central District Station I 
asked to be permitted to sign my own 
bond. Sergt. Lang told the desk ser- 
geant I was a bad man and should not 
be released on bond. I then asked 
that Holland be notified, so that he 
could get a bondsman for me, but they 
refused and I was locked up. 

“I called the turnkey and asked him 
to notify Holland, telling him I had a 
family and must get out of there. ‘T 
don’t care,’ he said, ‘if you have five 
families, you are going to stay here 
until morning.’ 

“T kept on pleading with him and 
finally he notified Holland and he came 
to the station at 1:30 Monday morning 
and obtained a bondsman for me. He 
then took me to the office of Dr. E. E. 
Holt at 1532 Franklin avenue and then 
went home. The Doctor says he cannot 
tell yet whether I have concussion of 
the brain and has advised me to stay 
in bed a few days.’’ 

Erving was acquitted in the 
Avenue Police Court Monday of dis.. 
turbing the peace. The policemen said 
they had arrested him because he used 
bad language when they questioned 
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him and denied they had beaten him. 


Accompanied by Attorney Long, Ervy- 
ing went to the office of Police Commis- 
gioner Abbott to make a complaint. 
While he was telling his story he be- 
came hysterical and it was necessary 
for him to be taken home. 


No Formal Complaint Filed. 


Commissioner Abbott said, Tuesday, 
Erving had not filed a forma] complaint 
with him. He said Erving had called 
to ask how to proceed, and Abbott told 
him to file his charges with the Chief 
of Police. Erving has not filed charges 
with the Chief, but Chief Young has 
directed Capt. Schwartz to make an 
investigation, have the Sergeant and 
patrolman make reports and obtain the 
statement of Erving. 

Desk Sergeant Alexander, who was in 
charge of the Central District office 
when Erving was brought in, says Er- 
ving did not complain of having been 
beaten. At Erving’s request, Hollana 
was notified and came to the statioa 
and obtained a bondsman. 

Berberich says he hailed Erving be- 
cause he was looking for a man who 
had stolen lead pipe from the old Smith 
Academy building on Washington ave- 
nue, and that when he questioned Er- 
ving he became abusive. 

Both Lang and Berberich have good 
records. Lang has walked in trouble- 
some districts and there never has beeuv 
a complaint against him. Berberich 
once was charged by a crowd of ne 
groes with beating them, but was ac- 
quitted.

Protzmann held, as did Haller, that the 


carpenters had not made their case. 

McKelvey, testifying for the last hour 
and a half of a hearing which ended at 
2:30 a. m., Tuesday, defended his official 
conduct in connection with the recon- 
struction of the theater, the work on 
which was performed by the McKelvey 
Construction Co. 

McKelvey admitted that his firm took 
the general reconstruction contract un- 
der the St. Louis Theater Co., which ob- 
tained the permit, but that he was not 
president of the company at the time, 
having resigned before taking office 
with the city last April. The report of 
the company to the Secretary of State 
last July, naming him as its president, 
and @ similar entry in Gould’s Red- 
Book, published in December, were de- 
clared by him to be mistakes. George 
E. Mix, attorney for the Carpenters’ 
District Council, tried to get him to ad- 
mit that he was not an architect of five 
years’ experience, and therefore was not 
qualified to be commissioner. 

McKelvey said he had not given a cer- 
tificate, as required by law, to show that 
the work done by his company on Hav- 
lin’s complied with the requirements. 

“How could you furnish a certificate 
as Building Commissioner to the con- 
tractor, in this case the McKelvey Con- 
struction Co., in a dual capacity?" Mix 
asked. 

“The ordinance that makes that pro- 
vision is a dead letter and never has 
keen enforced,” McKelvey retorted. 
“Besides, any man with a clear con- 
science and who was honest could do 
+” 

“Did your office know officially that 
the St. Louis Theater Co. was the con- 
tractor named in the permit and that 
the McKelvey Construction Co. was the 
contractor in fact?” asked Mix. 

Anyone Can Get Permit. 

McKelvey replied that his office usu- 
ally does not know who the contractor 
is. “It is customary to give a permit 
to any who asks for it,’’ he said. 

McKelvey aiso admitted on cross-ex- 
amination that the permit called for 
$2000 worth of work to be done and that 
$11,600 worth of work was actually done. 





He said that he usually did not know 
‘when the work done was in excess of 
the amount specified in the permit. 

' “But you did know it in this case,”’ 
said Mix. 

eo.” 

“Has the city gotten the balance?” 

oe 

“Why not?” 

‘Because nobody paid it.’’ 

The amount paid for the permit was 
$1.50. The building code provides the 
payment of $1 for the first $1000 and 60 
cents for each additional $1000 of the 
contract. The cost of the permit, ac- 
cording to the amount McKelvey testi- 
fied the work cost should have been 
$6.50. 

In reply to the question as to whether 
he was an architect, McKelvey said he 
(had never been classified in the direc- 
tory under that heading, but that he 
had had his name on the window at his 
piace of business as an architect and 
superintendent. 


Drew Plans for Homes, 
McKelvey said that he had never 


drawn up plans for a theater or an office 
building, but that he had built residences 


named. 11 buildings that he had con- 
structed since 19%4 for which, he testified, 
he drew the plans as an architect. The 
permits were produced and his name 
was on seven of them as the arghitect. 
Among the permits produced were three 
uutomobile gasoline houses, a feed house, 
a feed store and a salesroom. 

Asked if he had preserved any ef the 
plans that he had drawn up, McKelvey 
said he had not. | 

“What did you do with your tracings?” 

Mix asked. 
* “Oh, I gave them to my little girl to 
make doll clothes out of,’”’ McKelvey re- 
plied. ‘‘The tracings are drawn on linen 
and make nice doll clothes when washed 
out.”’ 

McKelvey said that he had written 
to Louis A. Cella of the St. Louis Thea- 
iter Co. ordering the improvements 
imade in the theater which were sug- 
gested by Mayor Kreismann after his 
‘investigation of the condition of the 
|building. In the letter McKelvey said 
(he ordered a steel girder to replace the 
laminated wooden girder which the car- 
‘penters, H. C. Henley of the Fire Pre- 
| vention Bureau and others testified to 
being canted in previous hearings. 

‘“T wrote that letter to Cella under 
protest,’’ McKelvey testified, “‘when [ 
was ordered to do so by the Mayor. 
| Understand that,’’ he emphasized, ‘‘I 
‘gent it under protest.”’ 

Verbai Order About Theater. 
McKelvey said that he had never 
given a written order to close the thea- 
ter, but said that he had given a ver- 
bal order to the management to com- 
riy with the improvements suggested 
or discontinue. He said the theater 
vas closed two days later. He said he 
was waiting for the owners to comply 
vith his demands and understood that 
the ordinance gave him the right to 
make the improvements at the owners’ 
expense, but that he did not care to 
get the city into a lawsuit. 

Questioned as to his connection with 
the McKelvey Construction Co., McKel- 
vey said that he had resigned as presi- 
dent of the concern in April, 1911, sev- 
eral weeks before he became Building 
Commissioner. 

“Do you know that the Gould Red 
Rook lists you as president of the com- 
pany?” Mix asked. 

“7 gidn’t know that,” McKelvey re- 
sponded. 

“and that the report of your com- 
pany made in July, 1911, to the Secre- 
tary of State, stated that you Were 
president at that time?’’ 

“r have not been. president 
April.” 

“But how about your name on the re- 
port in July?” 

“That must be an error.” 

Pays Men on Havlin Job. 

McKelvey said that he owned half the 
atock of the McKelvey Construction Co. 
and that he had paid off the men on 
the Havlin’s job twice In July at 12 
o'clock Saturday. He also said that he 
lived around the corner from a job being 
done by his company on Manchester 
avenue, near Arco avenue, and that he 
was there from 7 to 7:30 a. m. every 
day. “But I was at my office at the 
city hall at 8 o’clock,’’-he added. 

McKelvey denied charges of the car- 
penters that his company obtained the 
Havlin’s reconstruction job from Frank 
Tate by stopping work on the Grand 
Opera House, in which Tate was also 
interested: Tate, who Was connected 
with the St. Louis Theater Co., which 
operated Haviin’s Theater until Jast

‘The man who makes that statement 
is a liar as dark as hell,” retorted 
Tate. “I closed the Grand Opera House 
myself to make changes which McKel- 
vey suggested and which were a good 
thing for the theater. We put in a 
trick proscenium and steel balconies 
that cost $10,000, at nis suggestion. 

Says Labor Was a Tool, 

“The same persons caused that charge 
to be made who instigated the carpen- 
ters to make the charges in regard to 
Havlin’s. The influence of the propri- 
etors of cheap theaters in the neighbor- 
hood is behind the charges and the labor 
organization has been used as-a tool.” 

Direct reference was made in this con- 
nection to the Hippodrome, conducted 
by Frank L. Talbot, and Tate said that 
he was interested with Talbot in the 


Gem Theater. He said that the fact 
that Havlin’s had planed to open with 
10-cent vaudeville after the first of the 
year caused the opposition. He said 
that the charges had ruined Havlin’s 
Theater. 

Tate said that he gave the reconstruc- 
tion work on Havlin’s to the McKelvey 
company because he didn’t have time to 
wait for bids. “‘I want you td take 
this job, Jim,’ I told McKelvey,’’ Tate 
testified. “*‘Do you think it will em- 
barrass you in connection with your 
job?’

She struggled valiantly against 
fate, and time after time sought to 
obtain employemnt in the shops of this 
city. Her age militated against her, 
and at last she turned to picking up 
such small sums as she could by acting 
as guide to American visitors. 

It is known the woman possessed sev- 
eral relics of interest historically to the 
American people. Among them were 
the sword worn by Paul Jones and a 
locket containing a lock of his hair. 
There is also among her things, if re- 
port be true, a miniature portrait of the 
great seaman. All these have been 
seized by Mme. Gombault’s hotel keeper, 
to whom she was indebted for her room 


and board. 


Mme. Gombault was the granddaughter 
of a sister of Paul Jones and was born 
in Charleston, S. C., but was educated in 
a school in New York City. She spoke 
and wrote both German and French 
fluently. Her grandson, who is now 10 
years old, was adopted about a year 
ago by a wealthy American woman, 
who, it is said, intends to take him to 
the United States, and who hopes sooner 
or later to have the lad appointed to 
the naval academy at Annapolls. 

Nearly five years ago Mme. Gombault 
was found in Paris by Gen. Samuel C. 
Lawrence of Boston, who bought “from 
her a number of Paul Jones relics,

RED CROSS RELIEF FOR CHINA. 

The revolutionary armies in China seem wel] 
‘ provided for. It is the people of that country 
who are now passing through a Valley Forge. 
River floods and an interrupcion of farming 
caused .by the war have :esulted in famine in 
large areas. As Dr. Ng Poon Chew explained 
while in St. Louis last week, inadequate trans- 
port aggravates the distress. To convey supplies 
“from portions of the country where crops are 
good to portions where shortages exist is a work 
of months because of a lack of railroads. 

The new regime there opens under circum- 
stances giving us an exceptional interest in the 
future of its people. American ideals form the 
very foundation of the new plan of government. 
The admiration which the republican leaders have 
for the United States as China’s one sincere friend 
in all the world may be extended to the masses 
of the people by being a friend in need. We hav> 
not only a duty but an opportunity to help the 
Chinese. 

The Red Cross appeals of President Taft and 
Gov. Hadley should have an immediate response. 
Thousands of Chinese must  erish from starva- 
tion before help can reach them, but millions of 
famine sufferers will remain who can be saved 
by prompt relief on a generous scale. 
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Trouble over money is not ground for divorce, 
nccording to a Clayton judge. That doesn’t bar 
trouble over lack of money, however. 
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TWO REPUBLICAN PARTIES. 

Specifications from the White House itself give 
plausible explanations as to why certain Gov- 
ernors and others who did not get the Federal 
jobs they wanted for friends oppose Mr. Taft. 
The hostile dembnstrations against the President, 
however, are too formidable to be dismissed light- 
ly as only a combine of the “grouches” of the 
party for retaliation. The split in Republicanism 
covers a great horizontal extent and seems to 
stretch down through all its various strata. 

An assertion from Gov. Stubbs was not needed 
to show the desperate condition of the second- 
termers in Mr. Taft's own State. The President 
makes confession by rushing to Ohio and endeav- 
oring to put down the revolt with a three-day 
campaign. 

In fact, a film picture of the struggle in Mis- 
douri would be recognizable as an accurate repre- 
sentation of conditions in many other states that 
send large delegations to the convention. And 
nowhere is the outlook more ominous than in the 
patronage-controlled Republicanism of the South. 
Half the delegates from Dixie may be against Mr. 
Taft because they fear his defeat and a loss of 
the jobs to Democrats. 

So far there is no evidence that the opposition 
to a second term, based on grounds of party 
expediency, is more formidable than the opposi- 
tion to a third term, based on grounds more fun- 
Gamental and patriotic and far weightier. But it

WHAT IS THE MONEY POWER? 

There was sense in the remarks of Samuel 
Untermeyer of New York before the House Rules 
Committee, on the desirability of a confprehen- 
sive investigation of the so-called Money Trust. 
Mr. Untermeyer, who is familiar with Wall Street 
methods, does not charge that there is a Money 
Trust in the sense of an illegal combination, but 
that there is a concentration of financial power 
in the hands of certain individuals and corpora- 
tions controlling the money of the country 
through their ability to command the deposits of 
the banks and trust companies. 

Mr. Untermeyer deprecates a mere surface in- 
quiry for political purposes, but insists that a 
thorough investigation of wide scope is necessary 
for intelligent legislation concerning trusts and 
monetary systems. An understanding of the con- 
centration of the money power which underlies 
all our economic questions must precede effective 
action. He thus outlines the field of inquiry: 

The committee would have to examine the 
relations of our leading international banking 
houses and their controlled institutions to 
our railroad and industrial corporations. It 
would involve an examination of the methods 
of the Stock Exchange and the Clearing House 

Association, and an analysis of the complicat- 

ed network of the colossal financial structure 

that is responsible for the growing money 
oligarchy that threatens us with danger. 

Mr. Untermeyer is right when he says that 
banks were instituted as public agencies for the 
benefit and convenience of the people and are 
diverted from their proper purposes when they 
are used to promote speculation, organize projects 
and underwrite corporation securities. When pro- 
moters control banks and use them as the instru- 
ments of high finance the business of the country 
is menaced. 

We have had repeated charges from high 
sources that there is a Money Trust. The exist- 
ence of a vast and potent concentration of money 
power cannot be denied. Full knowledge of the 
sources, methods and operation of this power 
would be instructive. It would throw light on 
many problems which are pressing for solution. 
It would open the way for enlightened legislation 
and might disclose the root of the evils from 
which we are suffering. 
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“Is Harpers’ Weekly hurting you?” asked Col.

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IN THE FOREGROUND OF THE FORTY.

While engaged in taking 
care of the Massachusetts “interests” in politics, 
he has edited a few things and composed a few 
other things, just to show what a mind great in 
Massachusetts statesmanship might have done in 
art and letters. He did not think much of these 
things himself; not much more than the public 
did, in fact, but now it appears that they have 
already handed him down to everlasting fame, 
even though as a statesman he may pass perma- 
nently into the list of back numbers. 

Surprised as he may be that he should be one 
of the 39 entitled to rank on the National Insti- 
tute list with Theodore Roosevelt as creators of 
immortal art and undying literature, Senator 
Lodge may be satisfied to accept the decision and 
value himself hereafter for his newly discovered 
greatness as an artist. As American literary 
artists, he and the Faunal Naturalist are so nearly 
sufficient in the foreground that it is hardly 
necessary to look back of them to find the other

No Skullduggery in the Primary. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

No skullduggery should be permitted in the 
Democratic primary soon to be held in this city. 
Some persons like devious methods. With them 
a straight line is not the shortest distance be- 
tween two points. Show them the object to be 
attained and they will immediately travel a 
circuitous route to reach it. Any other course 
wculd, in their estimation, be proof positive of 
stupidity. To be smart means, in their vocabu- 
lary, to be a crafty intriguer. Too many such 
morally and mentally obfuscated individuals make 
themselves perniciously evident in practical poli- 
tics, especially in large cities including St, Louis.

Reber Says Stock Is Held in Pool 
Which Has Four Years Yet 
to Run. 





DIVIDEND IS 6 PER CENT 








Breckenridge Jones Finds Re- 
mote Possibility of Rival Buy- 
ing Pool Certificates. 





Since the American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. of New York last Saturday 
won its long fight to own all the stock 
of the Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri, 
there has been a revival of the rumor 
that the ‘‘Tel-Tel Trust’ is trying to 
acquire the stock of the Kinloch Co. 

Officers and directors of the Kinloch 
“™o. told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
there had been no effort by either A. T. 
& T. or Bell representatives to pur- 
chase Kinloch stock, and they asserted 
that it would be impossible for any 
company or individual at this time to 
obtain control of the Kinloch because 
that control is vested in a stock poo) 
that has four years yet to run. 

John F. Shepley, one of the Bell direc- 
tors, who last week agreed to trade 
his $200,000 Bell stock for American Tele. 
phone & Telegraph Co. stock, said that 
in the conferences here a few days ago 
among Bell directors and U. N. Bethell, 
vice-president of the A. T. & T., no 
mention was made of the Kinloch com. 
pany. Bethell, while here, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the ‘“‘Tel-Tel Trust”’ 
Lad no designs on the Kinloch at this 
time. 

Four Men Trustees of Pool. 

H. Linton Reber, vice-president and 

general manager of the Kinloch, says 
the majority of the stock of the com- 
pany is in the hands of four men, who 
are trustees of the stock pool, and no 
transfer of Kinloch stock could be made 
without the consent of those four men. 
They are Sam M. Kennard, Adolphus 
Busch, William D. Orthwein and C. 
Marquard Forster. August Gebhner, who 
died a year ago, was a fifth trustee. 
Reber said all of the Kinloch stock 
is owned by the Kinloch Long Distance 
Telephone Co. of Missouri. The capital 
stock is $5,000,000 and a little over $3,- 
000,000 is in outstanding stock, owned by 
about 400 stockholders. 
More than two-thirds of this is in a 
pool which was formed when the Kin- 
loch company was incorporated, to run 
for five years. It has been renewed at 
the expiration of each period. It last 
was renewed a year ago. 

The Kinloch stock in the pool cannot 
be transferred except with the consent 
of the trustees, and cannot be veted 
without the same consent, Reber said. 
The pool agreement, he said, was filed 
for record and the stock was in. escrow 
for the life of the pool. This, Reber 
thought, would prevent the A. T.. & T. 
or any other company from getting con- 
trol of the Kinloch. 

The stock pool agreement, however, 
permits the transfer of pool certificates, 
and Breckinridge Jones, a Kinloch di- 
rector, admitted this might furnish a 
loophole whereby anothér company 
might acquire control, though he doubs- 
ed the possibility of its being done 
without becoming public. A Kinloch 
stockholder in the pool may not trans- 
fer his stock, but he can sell a pool 
certificate calling for that stock. 

Might Try to Dissolve It. 

Such pool certificates cannot be voted, 
but Jones said if @ company or an 
individual acquired pool certificates 
calling for a majority of the stock, that 
company then might take steps to dls- 
solve the pool, and thus acquire contr5l 
before the expiration of the five-year 
term. Jones said he considered this an 
almost impossible contingency, and Re- 
ber said it could not be done. 

Kinloch shares now are quoted at 129 
and the stock pays 6 per cent dividends. 
W. D. Orthwein is president: C. Mar- 
quard Forster, vice-president: H. Lin- 
ton Reber, vice-president, and general 
manager, William H. Bassett secretary, 
H. G, Iadeley treasurer and Adolphus 
Busch, Murray Carleton, Breckenridge 
Jones, Sam M. Kennard, William J. 
Lemp, Henry Nicolaus, W. H. Nolker, 
Philip Stock, Julius S. Walsh and the 
officers are directors. 


WAR VETERAN IS BURIED 


Bradley Childress Had Lived 


Here Nearly 50 Years. 


The funeral of Thomas Bradley Chil- 
dresg, a retired lawyer and Confederate 
veteran, Was held at St. Mark's Cath- 
olic Church, Academy and Page ave- 
nues, at 9 a. m. Tuesday. He died early 
Monday, after a brief illness. He was 8% 
years old. 

Childress lived at 5112 Cabanne ave- 
nue. He had been a resident of the city 
for nearly fifty years, «oming here from 
Nashville soon after the close of the 
Civil War. He was graduated from the 
Annapolis Naval Academy when he was 
18 years old, served on various ships and 


‘took an active part in the Mexican war. 


He served throughout the Civil War in 
the Confederate armies. He resigned as 
United States District Attorney at Nash- 
ville to fight for the Southern cause. He 
was originally appointed to the place by 
President Buchanan and reappointed by 
Lincoln. He left three children, John, 
William and Eugene Childress, and one 
sister, Mrs. Jennie Kilpatrick, who is 
now 82 years old.

BROWN MASKMEN 
STEAL 9 SACKS 
DURING SEASON 


Backstops, However, Were Not 
the Only Drones on the Bases 
in 1914,

If the Browns hope to climb out of 
the cellar this season they will have 
to improve greatly as base pilferers as 
well as bat and field in improved fash- 
fon over the 1911 showing. It surely must 
cause Manager Wallace pain to peruse 
the figures of the sack work of his team 
last season. 

The Browns stole less bases than any 
other team a year ago. Their total—126— 
was by far less than any other aggre- 
gation. The Boston Red Sox, who were 
next to the Browns as drones on the 
bases, put together a total of 192 piifers, 
66 more than the Wallacean tribe. Inci- 
dentally, the Tigers, who led the League 
in this respect. stole 277. They were fol- 


lo ‘ed by the New York Yankees, who 
totaled 266. 

That all means that Mr. Wallace will 
have to use a barrel stave or hire Tom 
Aitken or someone else to coach his 
Browns t« run. The stave might cause 
them to be spryer once they got on the 
sacks. Those who know anything about 
running claim that Aitken, or a man of 
his ability, can greatly improve the 
speed of the eighth placers. 


Players Have the Speed. 

The"speed is really there. But some- 
thing is radically wrong when men like 
Jimmy Austin and Bert Shotton are 
only able to steal 26 bases when labor- 
ing almost every day of the champlion- 
ship. season. They either do not know 
how to steal or do not take enough 
chances, once they find themselves safe- 
ly located on the bags. 

Austin and Shotton, 
steals, led the Browns’ swipers. Bill 
Hogan was next fn line. He appropri- 
ated 18 cushions. To some that probably 
will listen like a pretty good total for 
Hogan. But there is a mistaken itlea 
about Hogan’s speed.

The 
Browns’ catching department—Clarke, S&Ste- 
phens and Krichell—pllfered all of five 
sacks during the 1%-game season. These 
thefts were divided as follows: Krichell 2, 
Clarke 2, Stephens 1. 
Then Taporte, although playing almost 
daily, gathered only a total of four bases, 
while Eddie Hallihan, performing in 52 
games, swiped but a quartet of eacks. The 
aged Wallace did even better than many of 
his men, totaling eight bases. 

Will Make Men Work. 

Wallace will probably adopt a different 
system of coaching his men tin their base 
work this season. He devoted little atten- 
tion to that end of the game in Hot Springs 
last March. But this year it wouldn't be 
surprising if Manager Bob requires his men 
to don thelr pads dally and take a session 
in a sand pit. 

Two seasons ago most of the Cardinals 
had the skin rubbed off their hips and 
thighs from sliding on a rock bed infield on 
the Little Rock diamond. The same thing 
goes for the New York Giants every spring, 
and it is probable that Manager Wallace 
will dig up the dirt leading Into one of the 
bases to enable his men to practice sliding 
li.to the bags.
